houſes. This is a quarel wholly like the 
old rebelles coplaint of encloſing of com- 
mons.

Andtruth 
it is and ſo ſhall yon finde it: few women 
fozme againſte the mariage of Pꝛieſtes, 
calling it vnlawfull, and incenſi2g men a⸗ 
gapnſt it, but ſuch as haue bene Pꝛieſtes 
harlots oz fapne would be Content pour 
wiues your ſelues, and let Pꝛieſtes haue 
their owne. And fo2 whole religion, res 
ceiue it as GD had taught it, reade bis 
worde: and foz the deliuerie and explica⸗ 
tion ok it, it hehoueth vou, being no better 
clerkes then pou are, to credite the whole 
Parliament, the learned Clergie ok the 
Realme, and thoſe that feache pon by ths 
boke of Cod, learne it in ſuch ſozte 2 plas 
ces as it is to be taught.

ve are very far ont of the way in thinking 
that pour captaynes hane any care of it.

They haue frequented the ſer- 
uice eſtabliſhed by cõmon authozity, they 
haue recepued Goddes Communion with 
hys Churche, they haue commended it, 
which if they had had the cont rarie religi⸗ 
on to hart, they would not noꝛ might haue

Had euer ſubtectes moꝛe true and 
free adminiſtration of law and right? Mas 
England euer better oꝛdered in all degrees, 
from bye to lowe, till pour ſghamekull rebels 
lion hath interrupted the great bleſſing of 
God? Oz hath all Chziſtendome the like at 
this day, pour lewde tumult onely crcepted? 
Yath not her Maieſtie with the aduiſe and 
ayde of her moſt honozable Counſell, ſo 02- 
dered vs, that we haue as it were ſtanding 
on ſhoze beholden the ſhipwꝛacks of other 
nations? Liue we not dayly to our comfozt 
with the fruites of this god ä |

ſlapne 


ſhip in the tokens of honour true Nobilitie 
cannot beare, Pitie it is that they haue ſo 
far foꝛgotten the common wealth and their 
on, ſo to deſerue. But ſo deſeruing, god er- 
ample and neceſſarie iuſtice it is, that they 
beare their extremeſt inkamie. Neyther yet 
bath the Quenes maieſtie no2 her Counteil 
ſoughte their deſtruction, but they themſel⸗ 
ues haue now pꝛocured their owne and d2as 
wen you in with them.

to perſuade their innocence, Neither J truſt 
will her maieſtie hir ſelfe, ſo pet giue ouer 
the care of her owne pꝛeſeruation, as to con⸗

not by god tare and hede of hir counſel, vea x 
extirpation of the contrarie, ſtand vpon her 


gard againſt all aduauncements ot ſuche ti⸗ 


tles as you would pꝛeferre being dangerous 
to hir ſafctie, and which haue alredy to their 
vtiermott attempted her hyeit pcrill, oz pet 
to leaue in danger to their malice hir god 
ſubie ges that be ielous of her pꝛeſeruing. 
And Godgiue vnto hir grace the hart in pes 
rilles touching her perſon and eſtate, not to 
haue to great clemeicte, remembꝛing that 
thougi it be magntficall and noble to cons 
temnc treaſons, to pardon traptours, to re- 
concile dangerous vnderminers of her eſtat: 
yet the whole realme hauing intereſt in hir 
ly*c, by which we all liue, and can not liue 
well without her, it is farre moꝛe honozable 
to be god Ladic to true men than to —_

the wholecomon welth of god men that de⸗ 
pend vpon hir, than to any knot ofenil men 
that may pꝛactiſe her danger, by which the 
whole realme muſt needes come to ſuch con- 
fuſion,as pour wiſe guides wold fayn bzing 
it. But in the meane time you ſe, they haue 
bꝛought you in a gay caſe, vpon truſt ot their

enterpꝛiſed, though fozſoth pour captaines 
and they be not of one cõſpiracie.
